ransom for many.” The first thing this statement tells us is that a life can be given away, lost, or

The next idea that the last part of Mark 10:45 speaks of is that of a ransom. We think of 
ransoms being paid to release victims from kidnappers or prisoners of war from victorious 


nations. Whose lives were ransomed by Jesus’ death on the cross? 


Another idea found in the last phrase of Mark 10:45 is that of substitution. The phrase “for 
many” literally means “in the place of many.” What does it mean to you that Jesus died as 
your substitute?
